DIRECTIONS 



Of pojiure in choir. 

The whole Service is faid ftanding, except on ferias out of Eaftertide, when 
the Suffrages are faid kneeling : during Lent alfo, all kneel to fay the intro- 
ductory prayers. 

All fliall turn to the Altar, (i) from the beginning of the fervice till the 
Antiphon upon the Pfalms has been intoned, (ii) at every Gloria, and from the 
laft Gloria till the Chapter has been faid, and, in Lent, until the Refpond has 
been intoned, (iii) at the laft verfe of the Hymn, and for its Verficle, (iv) from 
the Gloria of Nunc dimittis to the end of the Service. 

Of the Jinging of the Service. 

The choir is always confidered to be ftationed in one week on the fide of 
the Dean (Decani), in the next week on the fide of the Precentor (Cantoris). 
'The choir fide* has a certain priority in the finging. 

Before the Service, according to the ancient ufe, the Pater and Ave were 
faid privately, and the fign of the Crofs was made at the opening Verficle. The 
Gloria following and the Alleluia or Lous tibi were fung full. 

The Pfalms are fung through from beginning to end ( Gloria Patri included) 
in one unbroken alternation, verfe by verfe, from fide to fide. The Hymns are 
fimilarly fung, verfe and verfe about, the Amen only being fung full. 

Of the dijfofition of the Service. 

Throughout the year the Pfalms are begun by one of the upper grade : the 
Verficle is fung by a junior on the choir fide without change of pofition : the 
Antiphon upon Nunc dimittis is begun by one of the upper grade. 

The Antiphon upon the Pfalms is begun on double feafts by one of the 
upper grade, on fimple feafts and Sundays by one of the fecond rank, and on 
ferias and fimple feafts of the loweft clafs by one of the loweft rank. 

In Lent the Refpond is begun, and the Verfe fung, by one of the fecond 
rank on the choir fide, from his place, on Saturday, Sunday and feafts of nine 
leflbns, but on ferias by one of the boys. 

During the laft four weeks of Lent the three Verfes after the Antiphon 
upon Nunc dimittis are faid in the upper grade on Saturdays, double feafts and 
Palm Sunday : but on the other Sundays and on feafts of nine leflbns, in the 
fecond rank : the firft and third Verfes are faid feverally by one on the choir 
fide, the fecond by one on the oppofite fide.
